Nearly 200,000.000 .acres of public

A Great Bore. 

They have been three years boring an 
arresijn well near St. Louis. The depth 
reached is 3,S:J2 feet, or ooly 138 feet i 
less than three fourths of a mile. But 
oo pure wa.er has beru reached at that 
dtpth. and it is oow proposed to plug the 
hole up and lots $66, 000, the co>t so far. 
The boring was done at the rate of about 
30 feet per montb. Tbe artesian well at 
Grenoble, iu France, is one of the most 
famous, io the world, aad was begun in 
1833, with tbe expectation of reaching 
water at a depth ot uot more thao twelve 
or fifteen hundred feet. In 1841. at a 
depth of 1 .792 feet, water wa< at last found 
and has flowed ever since at the rate ot 
five hundred thousand gallons in twenty 
four hours. There are numerous wells 
ia other parts of Europe and also in this 
country, but tbe deepest one io the world, 
except that now under consideration, is 
at a sugar refinery in St Louis, begun in 
the spring of 1849, and contiuued until 
1854, when tbe work stopped at a depth 
of 2.199 feet. The supply of water pro- 
cured is comparatively small in quantity, 
aad stroogly impregnated with sulphur.
